Following ths capture of Tutrakan, the
Goarman and Bulgarian artilierymen opened
up & terrific cannonades agninst the Ru-
manlan positions at the mouth of the Ar-
Joshu  Miver, around Oltenttza. It Is at
this point that the German officers are
digecting the campaign to throw a force
neross the Danube for o dash against
Bucharest, the Rumanian capital

Bucharest Is only 35 milea from Tu-
trakan.

Tha Allies have lost more than a million
men In killed, wounded and minsing sincs
the grand offensive against the Central
Powers opened with a Russian attack thres
months ago.

This estimats was made today by German
milltary experts, who sald they thought It
conservative.

Agninst these losses, ths Allled armies
have only the conqueat of Bukowina and
rome Galiclan territory by the Russinna, the
capture of Gorlgia by the Itallans, s shallow
thrust into the German lines on the Bomme
and the occupation of mountainous Tran-
sylvanian territory by the Rumanians, as
positive military achleveaments

The armles of the Central Powers, Meep-
Ing thelr lines Intaot everywhers under
tremendous pressure, at the same time
struck back with succesaful blows In the
Balkans. The Bulgarians advanced on both
flanks to positions menacing the Allies in
Gresce German and Bulgarian forces
struch a severe blow against the Rumaninns
by occupying Tutrakan fortress, one of the
bridgehead positions defending Bucharest

CAPTURE OF TUTRAKAN CLEARS
ROAD TO RUMANIAN CAPITAL
FOR TEUTON-BULGAR ARMY

LONDON. Bept. §,—Bucharest s now
open te an attack from the German-Bul-
garian army that took Tutrakan. The Ru-
manian capital in only forty miles northwest
of the captursd town, and once the Danube
is croased an advancing army could move
easily along a rallroad and up the valley
af the Dambronitza toward the capital, The
only natural obstacle is m range of hiils
gome ten miles south of Bucharest. Bucha-
rent itself I8 protected by a ring of twenty
or more forts, but s on A level plain.

Apparently the Germans and Bulgarians
have not yet oromsed the Danube, The
goutharn bank, on which they now Are,
is higher than the northern, however, and
thus their artillery has _un hunun over
the Flumanians.

The town of Tutrakan 4s in Itself unim.
portant. Its population is littls over elght
thousand and the cguntry about It ls de-
voted largely to fruit growing. Until the
sacond Balkan war it was Bulgarian and
was called Turtukal, The Rumanians took
it and after the war rechristensd it Tulra-
kan, Its malp Importance lies in its stra-
tegle position as a gats into the heart of
Rumania and to Bucharest.

ARMORED FORTS BATTERED.

The town was strongly fortified by the
Rumanians, who Improved on the defsnses
the Bulgars had bullt for it. Many of the
forts were armored, but they fell like the
Belgian and French armored forts under
the fire of the great German siefe Mortara
It may be that the Rumanian staff hardly
expected to be able to hold Tutrakan, but
vary plainly their plans went wrong when
